Arangement of Pupils by Poems iii 
Lincoln and Washington Schools 
Temporary One 


SCHOOL LAWS ARE ENFORCED 


All Children Under 16 Unless Physi­ 
cally or Mentally Incapacitated 
Must Attend School 


(By \V. C. Cobb, Supt of City 
Schools) 
The city schools opened on Tues­ 
day with what appeared to be a good 
strong enrollment for the first day. 
Owing to a miscarriage of a letter and 
telegram, an lipper grad*- leacher at 
tin- Lincoln school failed to arrive 
but will reach Brainerd today lo a s­ 
sume her work. 
The arrangement 
of 
pupils 
by 
rooms at the Lincoln and Washing­ 
ton schools is only temporary and a 
redistribution will be necessary with­ 
in a few days the same as in previous 
years to avoid the overcrowding of 
some room and the lack of sufficient 
numbers in others. 
It w ill be neces- I 
nary for parents of children attend­ 
ing either the Washington or Lin­ 
coln building from grades one to five 
to accept the 
arrangement 
as 
to 
which building the child shall a t­ 
tend in good part, as 
some 
classes 
may be formed in one building and 
entirely dropped in the other. 
This 
condition is Imperatively necessary 
in older to make a fair distribution 
of pupils and comply with th** State 
requirements as to fhe number of pu­ 
pils and number of classes in a room 
We hope that no parents will com­ 
plain if it becomes necessary to go a 
block further to the Lincoln 
or 
a 
block farther 
to 
the 
Washington 
school, keeping in mind the fact that 
the schools are trying to make the 
best possible distribution 
In 
then*' 
grades that conditions will permit. 
We take this opportunity of again 
reminding 
all 
patties 
concerned. 
whether parent or employer, to com­ 
ply with the school law with refer­ 
ence to school attendance. 
All children under 16 years of age, 
unless physically or mentally incap 
adiated, are required by law to a t­ 
tend school during th** entire school, 
year, unless such children have com­ 
pleted the Eighth Grade, 
This law applies to all parties em*

ploying girl* for domestic- help or la 
any capacity whatsoever the same as 
any employer In store. shop, factory. 
or on the farm, except that a limit­ 
ed modification is permitted for farm 
work where a pupil is working on a 
farm for his own parent and with I

school authorities and for 
a 
very 
short period. 


The state law does not permit ab­ 
sence from school on account of pov­ 
erty or on the ground that the mother 
is a widow, because the law contem­ 
plates that 
widows 
needing

assisted 
through the legal channels provided, 
and that any misfortune ahull not bo 
at the expense of a child’s common 
school education. 


We are glad to announce that a 
deaf class will he continued this yea 
at the Whittier school in charge of 
Miss Alice Head and will probably 
begin the work next Monday.

Head will leave I*os Angeles. Califor­ 
nia. at once and w ill probably arrive 
in Brainerd the latter part of this 
week.
